LEAVES PECULIAR WILL, 


Provides Income on Capital Accumu- 
late for Hundred Years. 


Halifax, Jan. 24—-James Cosman, a 
merchant of Meteghan River, Digby, 
N.S., died some time ago and left an 
estate of about half a million dollars. 
After certain comparatively small 
legacies were paid the will provided 
that the capital should be invested 
and the income allewed to accumu- 
late for one hundred years, At the 
end of that time the accumulated 
funds, principal and interest are to be 
divided, one half going to charities in 


Ireland, the other half to build a 
hospital in every county in Nova 
Scotia. The will provided that the 


archbishop of Halifax shculd appoint 
three trustees of the estate. His grace 
has named Mayor J. A. Chisholm, of 
Halifax, Judge Wallace and T. W.

PLANNED EXPLOSIONS 
FOR DIFFERENT PLACES 


Dynamiters Have Scheme to Have 
Explosions Take Place at Same 
Time in Different Sections—Five 
Are Investigated by Grand Jury. 


Indianapolis, Jan, 26—Five explo- 
sions in Kaneas City, all . directed 
against ironwork contractors who em- 
ployed men On an “open shop” basis, 
were investigated by the federal grand 
jury today through police officials of 
Kansas City ,who were said to have 
learned facts relative to the identity 
of the dynamiters, 

Only one of the explosions, that of 
August 21, 1911, when a bridge was 
damaged is credited to Ortle Me- 
Manigal. Evidence ts said to have 
boen given that one subsequent ex- 
plosion and three previous ones were 
arranged by other men than McMan- 
igal and the McNamara brothers, 

It was also shown that Kansas City 
figured in the dynamiters’ scheme to 
have explosicns occur in distant citios 
on the same day for the blowing up 
of a viaduct there on July 26, 1909, 
was simultaneous with the wrecking 
dynamite of a bridge at Steuben- 
Onhlo,

the apparent aidity with which its 
people were taking hold of Western 
ideas, 

China, upon which the attention of 
the world is at present focused, Mr.
